Please make the following changes in your manual. 

p. 6: First paragraph, first sentence should read: "...depends on its 
position in the number. 

p. 9: In the "Count-to-Ten" figure in the middle of the page, between 
11 (3) and 101 (5) should be 100 (4). 

p. 11: First paragraph, first sentence should read: "...any longer 
than it takes to get..." 

p. 28: First paragraph, first sentence: "...get acquainted with the 
program portion..." 

p. 55: Last paragraph, seventh sentence: "The branch instruction BNE 
consists of an opcode byte ($D0) at $C005 and an offset ($FB) 
at $C006." 

p. 79: Last sentence on the page should read: "These switches are 

mapped into the first five positions of I/O addresses $DC00- 
$DC01. $DC01 for port A (or 1), and $DC00 for port B (or 2)." 

p. 80: Second paragraph, last sentence should read: "Will behave as 
though there's a joystick plugged in with no switches 
depressed."
